Labor, thru Samuel Gompers, presi- 


dent of the Federation of Labor also 
demanded the restriction of the flow 
of immigration from abroad 
to the

and 


Americanize It and the stopping of 
such 
Immigration 
absolutely when 


there Is any unemployment here. 


Another demand was made for the 


reduction at once and effectively of 
the high cost of living and the curb- 
ing of profiteering. Gompers headed a 
special committee from the American 
Federation of Labor convention now in 
session at, Montreal. 


In its protest, against restriction'the 


action of labor in its right to strike,
